- A primary cycling, transit and 
high occupancy vehicle 
(HOV) route 

Study goals: 

- Accommodate cycling, transit 
and HOV requirements 

- Confirm right-of-way 
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Macleod Trail as an Urban Boulevard 



What is an Urban Boulevard? 

• Gives highest priority to walking, cycling and transit 

• Accommodates high volumes of vehicle traffic 

• Integrates high-density, mixed-use urban development 
Includes destinations where people live, work and gather 

• Includes high-quality urban design and green infrastructure (e.g., 
landscaping, green building, etc.)
